Hie question was phrased as a con^risoa between die anti- 
Commun^t and Connnunlst countries which, it may be surmised, makes 
Ihe results even less favorable to the U. S. than indicated since Brittsh 
nuclear strength is thus added to the Western balance without any 
comparable addition to Soviet strength*
